We have had one of the most successful years in 
all the history of the Publishing House. In 1935 our 
job work and outside commercial work amounted to 
$11,728.66, which was the best record up to that 
time. Last year it went to $19,781.33. We couldn’t see 
how it would be possible to show another increase 
this year, it seemed that we were almost to the limit 
of our plant capacity, but somehow through the 
blessings of the Lord and the earnest co-operation of 
all, our job work has increased to $22,908.77. 














Of course commercial and job printing is not all 
we have done. We feel sure that the auditor’s report 
will show a nice increase in the salesroom, and our 
Evangel subscription list has increased 1,198 this 
year. It now stands at 6,073, as counted September 
23. Our good workers on the field have made this in- 
crease possible. 


Our Evangel force has worked faithfully and I 
feel that the success of the Publishing House can 
largely be attributed to their untiring efforts to make 
things go. It is quite a pleasure to work with a good 
force like this, who are willing to do their part, and 
more if it is necessary, to make the work a success. 
I have never worked with a better crew of honest- 
hearted, cheerful workers in all my life.

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Why I Believe In The Trinity 


1. The trinity of the Godhead is uni- 
versally reflected in nature. 

“For the invisible things of him from 
the creation of the world are clearly seen, 
being understood by the things that are 
made, even his eternal power and God- 
head; so that they are without excuse.” 
Rom, 1:20. 

What is meant by the statement that 
His eternal power and Godhead are clear- 
ly seen, being understood by the things 
that are made? \t simply means that the 
Godhead is manifested in creation, and 
that so graphically that there need be no 
excuse for one’s being ignorant of its ex- 
istence since there is visible proof in 
nature. Now what is there in nature that 
reflects the Godhead? The answer is ob- 
vious, 

If we will just observe for a few mo- 
ments we will note that all creation is 
composed of an endless or kaleidoscopic 
variety of trinities. It is a well-known 
fact that all creation is divided into what 
is called three kingdoms; namely, the 
vegetable kingdom, the animal kingdom 
and the mineral kingdom. Any object we 
might name in the entire universe would 
come under either of these three king- 
doms. Thus, we readily see that His 
eternal power and Godhead are clearly 
seen and understood by the things that 
are made, that is, The trinity of the 
Godhead. 

In order to bring out this point more 
forcibly, let us go into a bit of detail, us- 
ing a little biology, and see how com- 
pletely nature reflects the trinity of the 
Godhead. 

Let us observe a tree. In its general 
form, the tree is composed of (1) trunk; 
(2) branches; (3) leaves. Thus, we see 
the trinity reflected in the tree. Then, 
let us sub-divide the tree. Take the trunk 
of the tree. Ic is composed of a trinity— 
the pith or heart, the vascular bundles 
and the rind or bark. If we will further 
sub-divide this part of the tree, we will 
find that this reflection of trinities is in- 
finitesimal. Let us take the vascular 
bundles. They are composed of another 
trinity—the cambium, phloem and xylem. 

Taking the leaf of the tree, we have 
its three parts, (1) blade (2) veins and 
(3) petiole or stem. 

Taking the blossom of the tree, we 
have its general parts, (1) the stem, (2) 
petals and (3) stamens, In some flowers 
the floral portion is composed of three 
main parts—the calyx, the corolla and 
the stamens. 

The blossom of the tree develops into 
a nut or fruit. The fruit further pro- 
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tracts the trinity. In the nut we have (1) 
hull (2) shell (3) kernel. In the fruit we 
have (1) peeling (2) pulp (3) seed, and 
the seed in turn, has (1) the pulp of the 
fruit as its covering, (2) the shell, and 
(3) the kernel. 

Let us observe human beings. They are 
composed of (1) body (2) spirit (3) 
soul. Let us sub-divide, taking the body. 
We immediately recognize that the body, 
the natural part of man is itself com- 
posed of a trinity—flesh, blood and 
bones. Further sub-dividing, taking the 
flesh, we have (1) organs (2) tissues 
and (3) cells. Still further sub-dividing, 
taking the cell, we are told that by us- 
ing a microscope, a cell is shown to be 
composed of three principal parts—the 
cytop!asm, nucleus and nucleolus. Thus, 
we see that the more science delves into 
God’s creation the more they see the God. 
head reflected therein. 

The egg is composed of (1) shell (2) 
white or albuminous substance and (3) 
yolk. 

2. God had a tangible body from 
eternity; therefore, was not embodied in 
Christ. 

There are those monotheists who hold 
the theory that God did not exist in a 
bodily form until Christ was born in the 
flesh, at which time God took on a bodily 
form. To this, we cite the following 
scriptures: 

“And God said, Let us make man in 
our image, after our likenesss and 
let them have dominion over the flesh 
of the sea, and over the cattle, and over 
all the earth, and over every creeping 
thing that creepeth upon the earth. So 
God created man in his own image, in 
the image of God created he him; male 
and female created he them.” Gen. 1:26, 
+ 

“‘And he said, I beseech thee, shew me 
thy glory. And he said, I will make all my 
goodness pass before thee, and I will pro- 
claim the name of the Lord before thee; 
and will be gracious to whom I will be 
gracious, and will shew mercy on whom 
I will shew mercy. And he said, Thou 
canst not see my face: for there shall no 
man see me, and live. And the Lord said, 
Behold, there is a place by me, and thou 
shalt stand upon a rock: And it shall 
come to pass, while my glory passeth by, 
that I will put thee in a cleft of the rock, 
and will cover thee with my hand while 
I pass by: And I will take away mine 
hand, thou shalt see my back parts: but 
my face shall not be seen.” Ex. 33:18- 
23. (This scripture does not contradict 
1 John 4:12, “No man hath seen God at 


any time,” in that Moses only saw a por- 
tion of God, whereas no man has ever 
seen the entire person of God, and no- 
body has ever beheld His face.) 

“And the Lord spake unto you out of 
the midst of the fire: ye heard the voice 
of the words, but saw no similitude; on- 
ly ye heard a voice.******Take ye there- 
fore good heed unto yourselves; for ye 
saw no manner of similitude on the day 
the Lord spake unto you in Horeb out of 
the midst of the fire: 

Lest ye corrupt yourselves, and make 
you a graven image, the similitude of any 
figure, the likeness of male or female.” 
Deut. 4:12, 15, 16. 

Here God is making it clear to the 
children of Israel that he is withholding 
his bodily appearance from their view to 
offset or forestall any probability of their 
making a graven image in His likeness 
that they might worship it, thus com- 
mitting idolatry. Now it is obvious that 
He would have to have had a bodily 
shape in order to have withheld i¢ from 
their view. This will also help to explan 
John 4:24—‘God is a Spirit: and they 
that worship him must worship him in 
spirit and in truth.” The only proper way 
to worship God is to worship His Spirit 
and not His bodily person, as worship- 
ping His bodily person would tend to 
idolatry. God’s Spirit is ubiquitary, that 
is, it exists everywhere, while His bodily 
person exists only on His heavenly 
throne; hence, “God is a Spirit,” ubi- 
quitarily speaking, and God is a bodily 
person enthroned. 

Read also Ezek, 1:24-27; 
2 Sam. 22:11. 

3. God the Father and the Son were 
revealed at sundry times in Old Testa- 
ment days as being two distinct, tangible 
bodies. 

“I beheld till the thrones were cast 
down, and the Ancient of days did sit, 
whose garment was white as snow, and 
the hair of his head like the pure wool: 
his throne was like the fiery flame, and 
his wheels as burning fire. A fiery stream 
issued and came forth from before him: 
thousand thousands ministered unto him, 
and ten thousand times ten thousand 
stood before him: the judgment was set, 
and the books were opened. I beheld then 
because of the voice of the great word: 
which the horn spake: I beheld even till 
the beast was slain, and his body de- 
stroyed, and given to the burning flame. 
As concerning the rest of the beasts, they 
had their dominion taken away: yet their 
lives were prolonged for a season and

“Why art thou cast down, O my soul, 
and why art thou disquieted within me, 
hope thou in God: for I shall yet praise 
him, who is the health of my counte- 
nance, and my God,” Psa. 42:11.

COMFORT TO BELIEVERS 

“That ye be not soon shaken in mind, 
or be troubled, neither by spirit, nor by 
letter as from us, as that the day of 
Christ is at hand,” 2 Thess. 2:2. 

Paul is admonishing the church to 
rest humbly and quietly in the abiding 
of God. Possibly some had written them 
or made some report that confused the 
church, but he tells them to abide or 
rest in the Spirit of the Lord. He ad- 
monishes them to think soberly and keep 
their minds and hearts in peace. This is 
one of the greatest victories for the 
Christian. It is sad but it has been so 
from the beginning of the early Church, 
that many things arise to confuse and 
cause those who are blessed of the Lord 
and united in their efforts for the salva- 
tion of the lost to be troubled by false 
reports and confusion, but those who 
have tasted of the sweetness of the pre- 
cious Word of God will be satisfied with 
it. We may be quickened by the old truth 
of God and our hearts may be humble 
and receive the quiet, peaceful spirit of 
love that will calm our troubled seas and 
Cause us to rest quietly in the Lord. There 
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are always some who are never satisfied 
without confusion and trouble but we 
may be able to rest with God if we pray 
and meditate on His precious Word, and 
be able to say with those who are com- 
pletely kept by His love and power. Oh, 
that the Lord would guide our ways and 
keep His statutes still before us, and 
grant us grace to know and do His will! 
PAUL’S ADMONITION TO THE 
CHURCH 

“For I determined not to know any 
thing among you, save Jesus Christ, and 
him crucified,’ 1 Cor. 2:2. 

If all the Christians could follow this 
advice, practice and teach Jesus Christ 
and Him crucified, we would take the 
world for Christ, Those things that per- 
tain to the world and selfishness are so 
often practiced among Christians until 
the world is turned away. If every man 
and every woman who profess the name 
of Jesus and are filled with all the full- 
ness of God, would make a resolution to 
know nothing among their followers and 
those among whom they labor and suf- 
fer, save Jesus and Him crucified, it 
would be one of the greatest blessings in 
all the world. We read these things in 
the Word of God and we admire them, 
and we say amen, we preach and teach 
that these things should be done, and yet 
at a time when we should practice them 
we do the opposite.

The world will perish, ra- 
tions will be destroyed, but if we will 
live according to the Word of God, some 
day we will enter His glories to live with 
Him forever.

Paul is here admonishing the church at 
Colosse concerning their faith and stead- 
fastness in the Lord. He tells them that 
their hearts should be knit together in 
love and that they should have the full 
assurance of the understanding of the

will wax worse and worse,” he said, “‘so 
the best thing for Christians is to wait 
patiently for the coming of the Lord!” 
Thank God, al! are not like him. 

A Great Falling Away 

Truly Jesus Himself said, “The love ot 
many shall wax cold,” there shall be false 
Christs and false prophets, etc. St. Paul 
said there should be a “falling away” and 
many other things of like tone, and there 
is abundant evidence of the fulfillment 
of these prophecies all about us. 

God’s Promises 

“When the enemy shall come in like 
a flood, the Spirit of the Lord shall lift 
up a standard against him.” 

“If my people which are called by my 
name, shall humble themselves, and pray, 
and seek my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways; then will I hear from heav- 
en, and will forgive their sin, and will 
heal their land.”

What has happened? The dead leaves 
have all fallen off, and the tree is radi- 
ant with new life. And so the revival of 
God’s people means a new touch of life 
from above. Faith renewed, love restored, 
the power and blessing of the Spirit in- 





vigorating and refreshing the saints. It 
is not a matter of reorganizing, but a 
bursting forth of the power of the Holy 
Ghost, overflowing human plans and giv- 
ing new streams of life and blessing in 
unexpected ways. How much revival is 
needed in all the earth today. 

Many have left their first love, Rev. 
2:4. Others, as at Pergamos, have not de- 
nied Jesus’ faith, but yet they are not 
blameless, Rev. 2:13. And there are many 
professors who are not overcomers. Rev. 
3:4, many, as at Sardis, “we are ready to 
die;” their ways are not perfect before 
the Lord. They need strengthening. And 
still others, as the Laodiceans, lukewarm, 
neither cold nor hot, Rev. 3:15, 16, 

Jesus is at the door to hear the cry of 
His people. 

In Joel 2:28 is the promise for the 
outpouring of the Spirit for the last days. 
Pentecost was its partial fulfil'ment— 
more is yet to come. This prophecy men- 
tions “that great and notable day of the 
Lord.”

prayer meeting.” 

Wherever there have been revivals at 
any time the prayer element has been 
prominent, 

Matthew Henry said: “When God in- 
tends great mercy for His people, He 
first of all sets them apraying.”

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| MY TRIP TO INDIA AND 
CHINA 

After leaving Egypt we set sail for In- 
dia via the Red Sea and Indian Ocean. 
We made the passage of the Suez Canal 
by daylight or most of the way. It was 
after dark when we entered the waters of 
the Red Sea and by chance the ship an- 
chored almost directly over the tradition- 
al route followed by Moses and the chil- 
dren of Israel in their crossing from 
Egypt en route to the Promised Land. 
We had to wait on another ship to pass 
going in the opposite direction and took 
supper in the meantime. To our right 
was the Biblical land of Goshen with the 
great Sinai desert to the left. On enter- 
ing the Red Sea we ran into a terrible 
dust storm. Although there was no wind 
blowing, the dust from the sandy wastes 
along the shore was drifting out to sea 
and the atmosphere was so dust-laden 
that it made breathing difficult at times. 
This condition of the air, combined with 
the terrific heat, made life almost unbear- 
able for several days. We ran into a mon- 
soon after entering the Arabian Sea, main 
arm of the Indian Ocean, and the atmos- 
phere soon cleared up. The wind was 
not blowing so terribly hard but heavy 
seas were running. The ship listed to a 
dangerous degree on several occasions and 
it seemed we would be swamped by the 
mountainous waves. The storm lasted for 
three days and most everyone was death- 
ly sick, so to speak. Things were upset- 
ting about the ship and dishes sliding 
from the tables. 

IN INDIA 

I landed in Colombo, Ceylon, where I 
took a train some two hundred miles to 
Talaimannar Pier, embarking in another 
steamer for the mainland of India. It 
took about twenty-seven hours by train 
and boat to reach the railway station 
nearest our field headquarters. Brother 
Cook met me at the train with the car 
and we arrived at the central station in 
about two hours. The monsoons were 
blowing and the rain fell in torrents. 
Most of the Malabar coast was flooded 
and it made traveling very difficult, but 
we were able to get around to the main 
centers where the people gathered in large 
numbers from the out-stations. Some, I 
understood, had to-wade through deep 
waters, others swimming in places where 
boats were not available. The rice fields 
were turned into lakes, with the people 
traveling every direction in their queer 
looking native boats. We crossed five 
large rivers in the course of sixty miles 


on one tour. Malabar coast, a well- 
watered plain in contrast with the semi- 
arid lands near-by, may rightly be called 
“the bread basket of India.” Travancore 
is not a part of British India, but is an in- 
dependent state, ruled over by a native 
prince or rajah, literally king, as derived 
from the Sankrit. Travancore in addition 
to being rich in agricultural and timbered 
lands is a rich field for Christian missions, 
about 40 per cent of the natives being be- 
lievers in Christianity. There is a long and 
interesting history connected with work 
among the Syrian Christians, followers of 
St. Thomas, who is said to have estab- 
lished the church there soon after Christ. 


The Church of God work under Broth- 
er Cook’s immediate superintendency, in- 
cludes sixty-eight missions. Twenty-four 
assembly places have already been bought 
in the name of the Church. There are 
fifteen stone tabernacles and twenty-one 
others made of mud. In addition to this 
two other stone buildings are under con- 
struction. The rest of the missions are 


carried on in rented halls or private 
homes. We also have our state camp 
ground, about two acres in a_ coconut 


grove, not all paid for, where our annual 
meetings are held under pandals, brush 
arbors made of coconut leaves with 6,000- 
7,000 in attendance. We also have twelve 
burial grounds belonging to the church. 
Here in india each mission must have its 
own cemetery otherwise it is hard to find 
burial places for their dead. One Church 
of God sister died at an out-station while 
I was there and they could find no place 
to bury her in the community. However, 
as a last resort we were permitted to 
bury her just over the line inside a big 
rubber plantation where she must rest by 
herself in a lone grove. It made me feel 
very badly, I believe I cried more than the 
family though I had never seen her be- 
fore. They bury the dead just as soon as 
the box and grave are ready, just a rough 
box, no lining or covering in most cases. 
They don’t even close the eyes of a corpse 
to conceal the ghostly look. 

I stated last year that there had been 
3,610 baptized in water up to 1934 and 
that there would probably be abovt 
4,000 members in all, as many came from 
other missions all along, and, of course, 
others dropped out also. Latest reports 
from field headquarters show that two 
hundred and thirty-four were baptized in 
1935 and two hundred and two in 1936, 
making a total of 4,046. This does not in- 
clude Brother Conney’s missions and some 
new ones recently lined up with us. Last 
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Assembly we only registered up (1,974 
members) but I understand this only in- 
cluded adults who were baptized with 
the Holy Ghost. So this year our member- 
ship list should nearly double as there are 
maay children and young folks baptized 
in the Holy Spirit, to say nothing of the 
adult believers not filled with the Spirit. 
We have the work opened up among 
three different language groups; namely, 
the Malayalams, Tamils and Telegus. Our 
missions are distributed through the na- 
tive state of Travancore, the Madras 
Presidency and the Hyderabad Deccan in 
the Nizam’s Kingdom. Just lately we 
have a mission opened in the large city of 
Madura, which is a great heathen center. 
We have about thirty believers there and 
have erected a temporary building for 
worship. We need money very badly for 
a church here as our temporary meeting 
place may only be occupied for six 
months. Please make this place a subject 
of prayer. 


While in Madura I was shown through 
the temple which is about the largest and 
finest in South India. When I saw the 
golden tower, or pogoda, housing the 
Sanctum Sanctorum, Holy of Holies, and 
the flag pole overlaid with gold, while 
thousands of people suffered with hunger 
in their very shadows, it almost chilled 
the blood in my veins, I have never seen 
quite so many heathen gods gathered to- 
gether in one place, and_ such horrible 
looking images. Then to see these poor 
people prostrating themselves with fear 
and in holy reverence before them is too 
awful to describe. I had a call to another 
town in the northeastern part of the 
Madras Presidency where a group of mis- 
sions including one large central mission 
and several out-stations with about five 
hundred members were applying for fel- 
lowship with the Church of God. There 
are two other independent missions in 
this field lining up with us. This work 
was too far removed for me to go at 
the time, so I left the matter with Broth- 
ers Cook and Conney. We have about 
forty-eight native preachers who have to 
be supported at least partially. There is 
a number of honorary workers who are 
worthy of help were we financially able. 
In addition to this number we have thir- 
ty-nine or forty in Bible School at Mt. 
Zion Bible Institute and fifteen others at 
a branch school. There is also a night 
school in progress at another place and we 
plan to open a correspondence course. 
The only effective way to evangelize the 
people is through native evangelists so we 
must train them and find some way to 
take care of them once they are on the 
field. Please make this a matter of prayer 
also.

time. I saw in the night visions, and be- 
hold, one like the Son of man came with 
the clouds of heaven, and came to the 
Ancient of days, and they brought him 
near before him.”—Dan. 7:9-13. 

Here we see plainly two distinct bod- 
ily persons, (1) one like the Son of man 
(Christ), that is, a bodily person advanc- 
ing or coming toward another bodily 
person, the Ancient of days (God), and 
they brought Him (Christ) near before 
Him (God). 

“He answered and said, Lo, I see four 
men loose, walking in the midst of the 
fire, and they have no hurt; and the 
form of the fourth is like the Son of 
God.” Dan. 3:25. 

4. God the Father and Christ the Son 
were revealed at sundry times in New 
Testament days as being two distinct, 
tangible bodies. 

“When they heard these things, they 
were cut to the heart, and they gnashed 
on him with their teeth, But he, being 
full of the Holy Ghost, looked up sted- 
fastly into heaven, and saw the glory of 
God, and Jesus standing on the right 
of God. And said, Behold, I see the heav- 
ens opened, and the Son of man standing 
on the right hand of God.” Acts 7:54-56. 

Now, it stands only to reason that the 
Son of man could not have stood at His 
own right hand, so there would have had 
to be two separate bodies for one to 
stand at the other’s right hand. 

“And I saw in the Right hand of him 
that sat on the throne a book written 
and on the backside, sealed with seven 
seals. And I saw a strong angel proclaim- 
ing with a loud voice, Who is worthy to 
open the book, and to loose the seals 
thereof? And no man in heaven, ror in 
earth, neither under the earth, was able 
to open the book, neither to look thereon. 
And I wept much because no man was 
found worthy to open and to read th 
book, neither to look thereon. And one 
of the elders saith unto me, Weep not: 
behold, the Lion of the tribe of Juda, the 
root of David, hath prevailed to open the 
book, and to loose the seven seals thereof. 
And I beheld, and, lo, in the midst of the 
throne and of the four beasts, and in the 
midst of the elders, stood a lamb as it had 
been slain, having seven horns and seven 
eyes, which are the seven Spirits of God 
sent forth into all the earth. And he came 
and took the book out of the right hand 
of him that sat upon the throne.” Rev. 
§:1-7. 

Here we have again a distinct, bodily 
person advancing toward another bodily 
person, thus exhibiting two distinct bodi- 
ly persons, and it is quite obvious that the

Lion of the tribe of Juda was the Son of 
God, and the person to whom He went 
and out of whose right hand He took 
the book was God. 

Read also Eph. 1:20 and Col. 1:15. 

5. Christ often referred to Himself and 
His Father as different beings. 

“And yet if I judge, my judgment is 
true, for I am not alone, but I and the 
Father that sent me. It is also written in 
your law, that the testimony of two men 
is true. | am one that bear witness of my- 
self, and the Father that sent me beareth 
witness of me.” John 8:16-18. 

Read also John 14:23, 24. 

6. Christ corroborates the plurality of 
Himself and the Father by referring to 
the Father in the superlative degree. 

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, The 
servant is not greater than his lord; 
neither he that is sent greater than he 
that sent him.****Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, He that receiveth whomsoever 
I send receiveth me; and he that receiv- 
eth me receiveth him that sent me.” John 
13:16, 20. 

Read also John 14:28 and 1 Cor. 15: 
27, 28 

7. The plurality of the Father and the 
Son is shown by Christ’s medial office 
between God and man. 

“For there is one God, and one media- 
tor between God ‘and men, the man Christ 
Jesus.” 1 Tim. 2:5. 

8. The plurality of the Father and the 
Son is shown in that God knows the day 
and hour of the second coming of Christ, 
while Christ Himself does not know. 

“But of that day and hour knoweth no 
man, no, not the angels of heaven, but 
my Father only.” Matt. 24:36. 

9. The plurality of the Father and the 
Son is shown from the fact that God has 
never been seen by man in His entirety, 
while Christ has been seen by man. Read 
John 1:18; 1 John 4:12a; John 5:37; 
John 19:37; John 20:29. 

10. The Father, the Word (Jesus) and 
the Holy Ghost are three. 

“For there are three that bear record 
in heaven, the Father, the Word, and the 
Holy Ghost: and these three are one.” 
John 5:7. 

11. Christ’s “oneness” with the Father 
is explained by the mutual unity of His 
saints, 

“And now I am no more in the world, 
but these are in the world, and I come to 
thee. Holy Father, keep through thine 
own name those whom thou hast given 
me, that they may be one, as we are.” 
John 17:11. Read also John 17:21, 22. 

12. The tertiary number of the Holy 
Ghost is shown by Christ’s promise to 
His disciples that He would send them 
another (supplementary) comforter to 


supersede Himself. 
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“And I will pray the Father, and he 
shall give you another comforter, that 
he may abide with you forever; 

“Even the Spirit of truth; whom the 
world cannot receive, because it seeth him 
not, neither knoweth him: but ye know 
him; for he dwelleth with you, and shall 
be in you.”—John 14:16, 17. 

Read also John 16:7, 8. 

13. The tertiary number of the Holy 
Ghost is shown in that blasphemy against 
the Father and the Son may be forgiven 
while blasphemy against the Holy Ghost 
cannot be forgiven. 

“Wherefore I say unto you, All man- 
ner of sin and blasphemy shall be for- 
given unto men: but the blasphemy 
against the Holy Ghost shall not be for- 
given unto men. And whosoever speaketh 
a word against the Son of man, it shall 
be forgiven him: but whosoever speaketh 
against the Holy Ghost, it shall not be 
forgiven him, neither in this world, 
neither in the world to come.” Matt. 12: 
>i, 52. 

Read also Mark 3:28, 29. 

14. The tertiary personality number 
of the Holy Ghost is authenticated from 
the fact that we may have God or Christ 
abiding within us subsequent to regencra- 
tion, without or before receiving the 
Holy Ghost. 

Those who hold the theory that the 
three personalities of the Godhead are 
identical seriously contradict themselves 
when they teach and preach the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost as a separate or sup- 
plementary blessing to regeneration at 
which time God and Christ come into 
the life of the regenerated. Let us notice 
a few scriptures: 

“I indeed baptize you with water unto 
repentance: but he that cometh after me 
is mightier than J, whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear: he shall baptize you with 
the Holy Ghost, and with fire.” Matt. 3: 
11. 

Read also Acts 1:5-8; 10:30-32, 44- 
46; 19:1-6. 

15. The tertiary personality number of 
the Holy Ghost is demonstrated in that 
He took an intermediary position when 
He descended in a bodily shape (form 
of a dove) upon Christ, Christ being on 
earth, God in heaven, and the Holy 
Ghost between. 

“And the Holy Ghost descended in a 
bodily shape like a dove upon him, and 
a voice came from heaven, which said, 
Thou art my beloved Son; in thee I am 
well pleased.” Luke 3:22.

dence. After conferring at length with 
our overseer and his assistant, a perfect 
agreement was reached in all matters of 
policy, etc. The work is so great and so 
far flung that we are going to need an- 
other man and wife to assist in the work 
throughout the field, as the burden of the 
work is too much for Brothers Cook 
and Conney to manage by themselves, es- 
pecially in the run-down condition of 
their bodies. I think it has been about 
seven years since the Conney family has 
had a furlough and the Cooks have spent 
some ten or eleven years on the field this 
last term. Brother and _ Sister Cook 
are both almost at the point of 
a nervous and physical breakdown. 
Please pray for them and remember 
we will have to bring them back for 
a little rest in the homeland, if Jesus tar- 
ries another year. We also are very badly 
in need of a young lady missionary with 
some ability as a secretary to help Sisters 
Cook and Blossom with the work among 
the women, the Bible School, etc. I think 
we have a sister who is qualified and 
wants to go to this place. 

I told the people in India that we 
were not playing church but that we 
had gone into the work there to carry 
on until Jesus comes. They replied that 
they too meant business and were going 
into it wholeheartedly and | believe it for 
some are getting “churchy” already. 
They adopted a ruling in their representa- 
tive meeting which calls for the deeding 
of all the property to the Church of God 
and they are going forward with this 
plan. Brother Cook likewise is deeding 
over the headquarters’ building and his 
interest otherwise and has made his will 
over to the Church in case anything 
should happen to him before the deal 
goes through. This all must have been the 
Lord’s doing, turning over all these thou- 
sands of dollars worth of property as I 
told them any action of this kind would 
be purely voluntary since we had no 
moncy tied up in the deal. Pray for India 
and give all you can as the need is very 
great. 

OFF FOR WAR-TORN CHINA 

From Colombo we crossed the Bay of 
Bengal, veering to the left of the large 
island of Sumatra in the Dutch East In- 
dies. Passing through the Straits of Ma- 
lacca, we spent one night at Singapore 
before starting across the South China 
Sea to Hong Kong. We have had smooth 
sailing all the way to date but weather 
reports say a terrible typhoon is blowing 
in the East China Sea just ahead and the 
war situation in China presents a dark 
picture. 
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We came into Hong Kong under cover 
of darkness and left early next morning. 
It is ticklish business going into a Chin- 
ese port riding on a Japanese suip at this 
critical time and all on board seem to be 
filled with anxiety. A general air of ex- 
pectancy prevails with nerves strung up 
to a high pitch. From Hong Kong we 
were scheduled for a call at Keelung 
Taiwan, the Japanese Island of Formosa, 
but the ship has been commandered py 
the Imperial Japanese government and we 
are under orders to proceed to Shanghai 
to embark a large number of Japanese 
refugees who are fleeing the war zone in 
China. Radio reports state that Shanghai 
with its three million odd inhabitants is 
a city of the deepest gloom, stricken al- 
most dumb with horror by the most ter- 
rible mass tragedy in its history. The re- 
ports go on to say bombs are falling in 
the business section and that nearly five 
hundred people were killed on one corner 
with around a thousand injured. The city 
is under bombardment from Japanese 
warships with planes in action overhead. 
Later reports state that the loss of lives 
is tremendous, One British army man 
who was in the thickest of the fighting 
during the World War, reports the 
Shanghai battle to be the greatest carnage 
he has ever witnessed. 

I have about six hundred miles to go in 
order to reach the mission field which we 
have under consideration, and every 
means of getting there seems to be out of 
service on account of the war. I could go 
up the coast by steamer to Tsingtoa then 
take the train inland, or I could fly over 
by plane or take the train from Shanghai. 
In any event I have some distance to go 
after I leave the railway line or the plane. 
How this section would be troubled I do 
not know. Some think I am foolish to go 
into China at this time and question my 
ability to get out once I am there. The 
easiest way around it would be to stay 
with the ship and go on through to Ja- 
pan and trans-ship for America but it 
would be no credit to the “cross of 
Malta” which I wear on the lapel of my 
coat, I fear, and it certainly would lift 
the cross of Jesus no higher. I came to 
China especially for the purpose of or- 
ganizing the Church of God for in so 
doing we will have accomplished in some 
measure what we set out to do less than 
two years ago. That is the hook-up, the 
last link in this full gospel chain of truth 
that is to girdle the earth. If we succeed 
in establishing the work here we can say 
that the “sun never sets on the Church 
of God missions.” So I have resolved not 
to turn back until forced to retreat at 
the point of the bayonet. In their desper- 
ation some military commanders have or- 
dered all unauthorized persons found in 
the war zone to be shot regardless of 
their nationality. It is no child’s play any 
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way you take it. Even women and chil- 
dren are not spared the horrors of mod- 
ern warfare. Well, the grace of God is 


sufficient!
